Soviet Peace 


But Not Creed 


BULLETIN. 
COPENHAGEN, Feb. 3.—“ The 
first step counts,” said Maxim Litvi- 
noff, bolshevik representative, to- 
day, “Esthonia is the first country 
at peace with soviet Russia. Other 
border states will probably follow 
suit.” 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 3.—The 
Polish diet will sign the peace treaty 
proffered by the Russian soviet govern- 
ment if guarantees are given that: 
propaganda will not be carried on in 
Poland and other European countries, 
it was said today by Prince Casimir 
Lubomirski, Polish minister ‘to the 
United States. 

The soviet peace proposals, the min- 
ister said, are proof that the Polish pol- 
icy of maintaining a strategic military 
frontier against the bolsheviki has been 
the right one. The Poles have at all 
times been on the defensive and have 
no imperialistic intentions, he added. 

Will Be “ Peaceful Bulwark.” 

“Poland will be glad now,” the 
prince said, “to serve as a peaceful 
and moral bulwark against bolshevism, 
just as it has been until now the mili- 
tary bulwark. But to this purpose 
Poland must get enough food to en- 
able the demobilized army and labor 
classes to work energetically, and 
must have raw material, such as cot- 
ton and wool, to give them the oppor- 
tunity to work.” 

New Vladivostok Revolt. 

Another revolution has occurred in 
Vladivostok, the Siberian port through 
which the American expeditionary 
forces are being returned home. 

Maj. Gen. Graves, in a message dated 
Jan. 31, received today at the war de- 
partment, reported that the outbreak 
was purely local and that the revolu- 
tionists were in control of the city. 
Allied troops were patrolling. the! 
streets to protect citizens. . 

In announcing Gen. Graves’ mes- 
sage Secretary Baker said the revolu- 
tion would not interfere with the de- 
parture of the American troops, w 
began last month. , 


BOLSHEVIKI MARCHING ON. 

LONDON, Feb. 3.—An official state- 
ment to the British war office from 
Odessa under date of Feb. 2 says the 
bolsheviki have captured Nikolaiev, 
and now are marching on Otchakof. 
The chances of holding Odessa are re- 
garded as doubtful. 
The question whether Poland should 
conclude peace with the bolsheviki has 
been made the subject of recent con- 
versations between Poland and the 
allies. It is asserted in diplomatic 
quarters that the allies at least have 
raised no objections to such a course. 
It is generally conceded that the posi- 
tion of Poland is difficult; she cannot 
hope to wage war against the bolshe- 
viki alone. Poland's situation has be- 
come more -uncomfortable since Estho- 
nia made peace. 

Russo-Esthonia Treaty Details. 
REVAL, Feb. 3.-—The Russo-Es- 
thonian peace treaty provides for full 
recognition of Esthonia’s independence. 
The soviet government renounces all 
sovereignty over Esthonia, and in the 
event Esthonia’s neutrality is recog- 
nized internationally the soviet govern. 
ment is bound té participate in the 
maintenance of that neutrality. 

Both parties renounce claims to com- 
pensation for war expenditures. The 
treaty provides that prisoners will be 
repatriated shortly by both. Russia is 
to pay Esthonia 15,000,060 rubles in 
gold. There are to be no customs or 
transit charges on goods by either 
country. 

Esthonia is given the privilege to 
construct a railway to Moscow from 
the Esthonian frontier and permission 
to purchase 2,500,000 acres of wood 
land. The soviet government is accord- 
ed the right of deriving electricity from 
the rapids of the Nareva river.

CONVENTION. 
In Sprirtetield are now at work the delegates 
elected by the people of Illinois to revise the fun- 


. damental law of the state. 


In a very Rirge proportion of the electoral dis- 


tricts the volers chose worthy representatives, 


with the result that the body of men composing 
the convention 4s emphatically above the average 


ef legislative bolies as to character and intelli- 
gence. Some of the ablest men in the state are 
in the convention, which is strong in its represen- 
tation of the constructive farces in the community. 

There can be no reasonable doubt that the con- 
stitution which will be formulated by such a body 
of men will deserve the fair consideration of the 
people, and in all probability their approval. Yet. 
already political interests in Chicago have dis- 
closed their hostility to the new constitution. This 
cannot be a disinterested opposition, for no one 
knows what conclusions the convention is to reach. 
Tt can only be an opposition of ulterior. purpose, 
relying not upon an homest examination of facts 


and an honest judgment upon them—because the 


facts do not yet exist—but upon an appeal to blind 
prejudice, to ignorance, and to passion. 

The people of ILinois thus have full 
warning ‘of the intentions of the predetermined 
enemies of constitutiona) revision and should see 
to it that their attack fails. We have no doubt 
that it will fail completely before the united good 
sense and good citizenship of the great majority 
6f the people throughout the state. The conven- 
{ion can well afford to rely upon adequate appre- 


‘elation and successful support of their public spir- 


ited labors. It should fix ite purpose firmly upon 
the welfare of the commonwealth and bring forth 
the best possible instrument. It has no need to 
fear a campaign which has. shown its irrespon- 
sible character by declaring opposition before there 
is anything to oppose, and it should make no con- 
eessions contrary to its sound judgment in an 
attempt to coneiliate enemies of good government. 
Such concessions would only weaken the new 
constitution without mitigating the vicious assault 
now apparently in preparation. | 

Meanwhile the Intelligent citizenship of Chicago 
may very well weigh the effects upon Chicago's 
eredit of an organized demagogy ready to do any 


public injury for the sake of its own ends. We 


can hardly blame our fellow citizens downstate 
for demanding that the new constitution shall put 
it out of the power of these local demagogues to 
dominate state legislation or state government at 
any time. The insistence of limitation upon Chi. 
eago’s representation is a natural result of the 


’ power in Chicago, such as it is, of men reckless 


of the city’s or the state’s welfare, who are always 
playing upon the ignorance and prejudice of cred- 
ulofis voters. | 

These influences should be challenged and 
fought to a finish by the united good cftizenship 
of city and country. There is no fear of the out- 
eome and the new constitution should be framed 
without hesitation on lines approved by the good 
eonsclence and good judgment of the convention. 


PRODUCERS, MIDDLEMEN AND 
CONSUMERS. 


| The new: secretary of agriculture says, with 


“apparent sympathy, that the farmer, the milk 


oducer, and the stock raiser are not encouraged 
to produce when they observe that they are receiv- 


“tne but half of what the consumer is paying for 


their products. 
We are heartily in favor of a liberal profit to 


- producers, not only because it is just but because 


middleman may not be a producer, but he 


it is expedient. If production is ill rewarded, pro- 
duction will decrease. Nothing can defeat that 
law. 

We also sympathize with the feeling of agricul- 
tural producers of all classes that they work very 
hard ‘for a by no means inordinate and even a 
sometimes inadequate return, while city dwellers 
and workers in other less essential industries are 
gaining increased pay or profits and in Many cases 
reducing their hours of labor. : 

This process reacts uyjon the farmer in many 
It increases the cost of commodities he 
requires. It draws away his labor by offering 
higher compensation and an easier life. The 
farmer therefore feels that the situation contains 
4 pod deal of Injustice for him and that he is 
carrying more than his share of the load of civ- 
ilization. — 

We think there is a good deal to be said for this 
point of view, but we certainly cannot sympathize 
with that expressed by Secretary Meredith. When 
the farmer complains because half the price paid 
by the consumer is absorbed by the middleman, 
he. may be leaving out of account the legitimate 
cost of the middieman’s service. A producer can 
not expect to be paid the same price for a quart 
ef milk on his farm thirty miles from the city 
that is paid for it at the door of a flat in the city. 
“The consumer can’t go out to the farmer. The 
farmer does not come in with his product to the 
eonsumer. A very complicated and expensive ma- 
‘ehinery does the service of bringing the farmer’s 
product to the consumer, and it is a service that 
is not only necessary but profitable to both pro- 
ducer and consumer. 

We do not say the machinery of distribution 
can not be bettered, although we suspect there is 
& great deal of exaggeration in the present com- 

plaint against middlemen.

The farmer’s complaint ought also to be consid- 
ered from another angle. He complains because 
he does not get a larger proportion of the price 
to the consumer. 
ested in the price to the consumer, because if it is 
inordinately high it creates conditions which react 
indirectly upon him in the form of higher costs of 
the commodities he buys. In this way there is a 
vicious circle which we all deplore. But the view- 
point of the complaints cited by Secretary Mere- 
dith does not look toward a reduction of prices to 


the consumer, but toward a larger share of the: 


high prices to the producer. But if middle costs 
were greatly cut it does not follow that the pro- 
ducer would get more. The decrease might be 
absorbed by the consumer, and perhaps ought to 
be. That is a question of adjustment of economic 
forces, and the farmer might discover if his com- 
plaint were heard and the middle service cut that 
he was worse off than now. 

We can not help noting from these complaints 
that they seem to be more concerned with what 
the other man gets than with what one gets one- 
self. This appears to be a prevalent malady. A 
change in the American temper has taken place. 
The present mood seems largely one of discontent, 
arising not from what we lack but what we think 
some one else has. This has not been character- 
istic of Americans in the past, and we hope it will 
give way to a more independent and good spirited 
frame of mind. Envy of others is not only un- 
pleasant for all concerned, but it gets no one any- 
thing worth while. 


RAILROAD EMPLOYES AND | 


GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP. 

A report from Washington announcing that the 
railroad brotherhoods are about to make a demand 
upon the government for dMother wage increase to 
affect 2,000,000 employés of the railroads, also calls 
attention to a nation-wide campaign to compel the 
nationalization of the railroads. 

_ The interest of the general public in such a cam- 
paign by railroad employés is obvious, but we also 
wonder what the actual support for the campaign 
is among railroad workers themselves. Is it the 
campaign of a radical and well organized minority 
or does it represent the reasoned judgment and 
policy of a distinctly preponderant majority? 

We can understand how many of the younger 
men are radical without much consideration of the 
probable results of government ownership. Youth 
is always daring and@ speculative. “He jests at 
scars who never felt a wound.” But the older men, 
are they anxious to give themselves up to govern- 
ment service? The public. service which they 
know, the postal service, for example, does not 
seem to offer much encouragement. It is true wage 
advances have come to railroad men during the 
present government régime. But wage advances 
havé been general throughout private industry. 
They have been least in the public services and ex- 
perience discloses that the public as a master is 
not noted for liberality. 

We do not asvert that this preposed measure of 
state socialism should be dismissed without consid- 
eration of all its enthusiastic claims. The radicals 
in the brotherhoods will see that it is not. But a 
very large proportion of railroad workers would do 
well to look the proposals of radical leadership 
over very carefully before they lend their vote and 
influence to the government ownership scheme. 

It is certainly the self-interest of the general pub- 
lic to concern itself seriously and (before it is too 
late with the radical campaign to force the nation 
into a socialistic expergnent. For that experiment 
would be not only a long step away from tradi- 
tional American faith’ in the independence and 
initiative of the individual, but an enterprise likely 
to deteriorate our essential service of transporta- 
tion, raise grave new political problems, and in 
fundamental ways check the energy and efficiency 
of our whole economic system. 

Certainly, this is not action which ought to be 
bluffed through by & violent minority. It is worth 
the most careful consideration of all its possibil- 
ities. America has had so much prosperity that we 
take it as a matter of course. But it is by no 
means impossible that a departure under the in- 
fluence of the present excited mood of criticism and 
discontent should result in a slowing down of prog- 
ress for many years and in a loss in individual as 
well as national welfare felt by every American, 
from the humblest worker to the millionaires. 
Much can be done, doubtless, to impreve present 
conditions and relations. But it does not follow 
that every change enthusiastically put forward is 
for good. On the contrary, it is certain that many 
high sounding proposals would work loss and in- 
jury to the very class which is induced by its 
leaders to campaign for it. 


MURDER AS A BALM FOR HARD 
LUCK. 


Chicago's latest murder victim is a prey to mis- 
fortune. Not his own misfortune, but that of the 
slayer’s. In the mind of the killer it was no 
particular bad luck for the victim to be killed. The 
death of the victim occurred only as a logical 
sequence to the killer’s bad luck. 

Chicago’s women killers have uniformly been 
their own law. ‘Those they killed were not sub- 
jects of legal pénalty but victims of jealousy, of 
quick hate, of revenge, and of any other perverse 
inspiration of the moment.

El Paso, Tex., Feb. 3.—Additional 
Stories of murders, plundering and: 
other lawlessness perpetrated upon ' 
Americans in Mexico were revealed to 
the senate subcommittee investigating 
Mexican affairs at the committee’s first 
hearing in El Paso today. 

E. E. Ecke, formerly a Mexican rail- 
way contractor, told of the murder of 
his son and added that the men respon.- | 
Sible had been “ well accounted for.” 

S. H. Veater, El Paso police captain, 
testified concerning the devastation of 
the five Mormon colonies in Chihuahua, 


and W. A. Schultz, formerly of the 
Blalock colony in Tamaulipas, testi- 
fied regarding murders which had come 
to his knowledge and personal indigni- 
‘ties suffered by himself. Senator 
Marcus A. Smith, Democrat, col 


presided at the hearing. 
Treatment of Yankees. 


As an example of the indignities 
to which he said Americans were sub- 
jected, Schultz told of an incident in 
Victoria. He-said he was passing the 
barracks, A group of soldiers arose as 
he approached and, one by one, spat 
upon him and stoned him. , 

“And what did you do?” inquired 
Senator Smith. | 

“What could I do?” the witness 
asked. “I said good afternoon as po- 
litely as I could and ran away.” 

Ecke led the rescue purty after a 
train load of passengers had been 
burned to death in the Cumbre tunnel 
in 1914. The Mexicans had blocked 
one end of the tunne)] with a burned 
freight train. A train bearing approxi- 

-Mately 150 passengers soon afterward 
dashed into the tunnel, where it col- 
lided with the burning cars. 


Massacre of Americans. 


How many Americans were on the 
train has never been fully determined, 
and bas been estimated at from twenty- 
five to fifty. When the bodies were 
removed they were unrecognizable. 

Ecke’s story of the killing of his 
son caused him to betray his bitter- 
ness. It was not long after the Cumbre 
disaster that Karl Ecke, 17, accom- 
panied by E. L. Bishop and two serv- 
ants, a Negro and a Mexican, started’ 
into the Galeana district in an auto- 
mobile. They were halted by Mexi- 
cans who had worked for the boy's 
father. The men were taken to a
